The bass at that time was an un- 
popular instrument as everybody wanted to be guitar heros,..Marks interest in 
music grew, and also his interest in the bass guitar. After about nine months 
of mucking about жів his friends he decided to take music a little more 
seriously. He sold his moterbike and bought himself a brand new Fender 
presistion bass guitar, snd started to audition for bands that had advertised 
in the back of the national music ргевв. Не had по luck with these as 
all of them were old bands that need people to fit in. There was no room 
for Marks developing style. A friend from another college, Nick Bently 
introduced Mark to the Band perverse velvet. He audition for the band and 
he was accepted .
